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INTRODUCTION 


An  intensive  cultural  resource  inventory  and  evaluation  project  was  conducted 
for  Westech  Inc.,  an  environmental  consultant  firm  in  Helena,  Montana.  This 
inventory  covered  mining  properties  to  be  developed  by  the  Plago  Mining  Cor- 
poration. It  also  includes  the  Jack  Vick  property.  This  project  area  is 
located  in  Madison  County,  Montana,  in  the  Gravelly  Range  approximately  thirty 
miles  south  of  Virginia  City,  Montana  (Figure  1).  The  proposed  mining  operation 
consists  of  a  placer  gold  operation,  associated  road  construction,  and  construc- 
tion of  settling  ponds. 

On-the-ground  reconnaissaince  of  the  proposed  mining  areas  for  cultural  resources 
was  undertaken  and  completed  on  July  13-18,  1980.  This  work  was  conducted  under 
a  USDA  -  Forest  Service  Special  Use  Permit  5153.  Lynn  B.  Fredlund  was  principal 
investigator  for  this  project.  Peter  L.  Steere  served  as  project  and  field  direc- 
tor. Other  field  crew  members  included  Robert  Garland  and  Karla  Hamilton.  The 
ground  reconnaissance  consisted  of  a  pedestrian  survey  of  the  lands  included  in 
the  mining  permit  application  as  described  by  staff  members  of  the  Sheridan  Dis- 
trict Ranger  Station  of  the  Beaverhead  National  Forest.  Our  appreciation  and 
thanks  goes  to  Neil  Peterson,  Craig  Bobzein,  and  Joan  Brownell  of  the  Beaverhead 
National  Forest  for  their  cooperation  on  this  project.

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PLANNING  AND  REVIEW 


Literature  search,  oral  interviews,  and  archival  review  work  was  ac- 
complished prior  to  and  after  completion  of  fieldwork.  The  literature 
sources  and  people  who  were  consulted  in  this  phase  are   listed  under 
Literature  Search  and  Personal  Interview  at  the  end  of  the  text. 


FIELD  METHODOLOGY 


On-the-ground  field  examination  of  areas  of  projected  impact  as  delineated 
by  Forest  Service  personnel  were  of  such  intensity  to  maximize  the  poten- 
tial for  locating  all  visible  prehistoric  and  historic  sites.  Cutbanks, 
trails,  erosional  surfaces  and  other  disturbed  area  were  closely  examined 
for  evidence  of  buried  cultural  deposits.  Survey  was  conducted  utilizing 
30  m   intervals  between  surveyors  on  flat  terrain.  Experience  in  surveying 
similar  terrain  has  suggested  that  this  is  adequate  coverage.  In  areas  of 
steep  relief  (>30%)  survey  was  accomplished  by  walking  ridgetops  and  drain- 
ages. Flat  terraces  on  steep  hillsides  were  also  closely  examined.  The  sur- 
vey routes  are  depicted  in  Figure  2. 

All  historic  and  prehistoric  sites  located  were  examined  and  recorded  by 
the  Project  Director.  All  sites,  MALS,  and  surveyor  travel  routes  are 
marked  on  enclosed  maps  (USGS  15"  Quad).  Each  site  was  photographed  in 
black  and  white  and  color  transparency  film.  Only  isolated  lithic  items 
were  found.  No  prehistoric  sites  were  located.  Three  historic  sites  were 
located,  fully  recorded  and  mapped. 

All  lithic  material  collected  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Beaverhead  National 
Forest. 
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PHYSICAL  SETTING 


The  project  area  is  located  approximately  thirty  miles  south  of  Virginia 
City,  Montana  in  the  Gravelly  Range.  It  is  contained  within  the  high- 
elevation  crest  areas  of  the  Gravelly  Range.  Elevations  in  the  project 
area  range  from  about  7800  feet  to  8500  feet.  Average  annual  precipi- 
tation in  the  area  ranges  from  20  to  35  inches.  The  crest  area  of  the 
Gravelly  Range  in  which  the  cultural  resource  inventory  was  done  is  sub- 


Soils  are  predominantly  yellowish  silty  clays  and  clay  loams.  These  soils 
are   derived  from  rock  formations  in  the  area  which  include  the  Morrison 
Formation  (clays  and  sandstones),  the  Kootenai  Formation  (sandstones  and 
clays),  the  Frontier  Formation  (shales),  the  Shedhorn  Sandstone  and  the 
Quadrant  Quartzite  (Hadley  1969).  The  placer  mining  operation  proposed 
for  this  area  will  mine  cobble  and  pebble  gravels  approximately  30  million 
years  old  (Berg  1980,  personal  communication). 

Vegetation  cover  in  the  project  area  is  grassland  and  sagebrush  grassland 
with  scattered  patches  of  forest.

Most  of  the  precipitation  that  falls  in  the  area  is  in  the  form  of  snow, 
A  number  of  springs  are  found  in  the  project  area  also.  Streams  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  but  not  within  the  project  area  include  Warm  Springs 
Creek,  Brown  Bear  Creek,  Black  Bear  Creek,  Buckskin  Creek,  Gumbo  Creek, 
French  Creek,  Buffalo  Creek,  Wigwam  Creek,  and  Canyon  Creek.  Crockett 
Lake  is  located  just  east  of  the  project  area  and  Romy  Lake  is  located 
just  west  of  the  project  area. 

Wildlife  abounds  in  the  area  and  includes  black  bear,  moose,  elk,  deer, 
antelope,  mountain  lion,  marmot,  chipmunk,  ground  squirrel,  sagegrouse, 
blue  grouse,  red-tailed  hawk,  red-shouldered  hawk,  and  an  occassional 
grizzly  bear.  Brook,  rainbow  and  cutthroat  trout  can  be  found  in  the 
streams.  In  prehistoric  and  early  historic  times  bighorn  sheep  and  bison 
were  found  in  this  area.  Brownell  (1980,  personal  communication)  reports 
that  several  bison  skulls  have  been  found  near  Romy  Lake.  Field  crew  mem- 
bers (Garland  and  Hamilton)  report  seeing  a  bison  skull  and  horn  cores  in 
a  private  collection  at  the  Warm  Springs  cow  camp  located  several  miles 
south  of  the  project  area. 

Most  of  the  project  area  is  located  in  sub-unit  6  of  the  Warm  Springs 
management  unit  as  defined  by  the  Beaverhead  National  Forest.  The  pro- 
ject area  is  located  in  a  high  elevation  cool-dry  alpine  grassland  along 
the  top  of  the  Gravelly  Range  (Beaverhead  National  Forest  1930). 


CULTURAL  RESOURCE  BACKGROUND 


Prehistoric 


Although  there  is  no  firm  evidence  to  suggest  that  a  single  known  histori- 
cal Indian  tribal  group  occupied  this  area  exclusively,  ethnohistorical 
information  (Teit  1930)  suggests  that  tribal  groups  such  as  the  Shoshone, 
Nez  Perce,  and  Bannock  moved  from  areas  west  of  the  Continental  Divide  in 
Idaho  across  southwestern  Montana  towards  the  high  plains  of  the  Yellowstone 
on  annual  bison  hunts.   It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  high  alpine  grasslands 
of  the  Gravelly  Range  could  have  supported  large  herds  of  bison  for  summer 
range.  Bison  skulls  and  horn  cores  have  been  reported  from  high  elevations 
in  the  Gravelly  Range  (Brownell  1980).  All  of  these  finds  appear  to  be 
isolated  ones.  A  bison  kill  site  has  been  reported  on  Warm  Springs  Creek 
west  of  the  project  area.  There  is  little  information  on  this  site.  It 
apparently  has  never  been  recorded,  but  is  mentioned  by  numerous  local 
ranchers. 

From  southern  Montana,  archeological  evidence  for  early  Paleo-Indian  occupa- 
tion comes  from  surface  finds  with  no  stratigraphic  context.  Jasmann  (1963) 
reports  Clovis  and  Folsom  projectile  points  as  surface  finds  in  Beaverhead  and 
Madison  County.  Other  early  prehistoric  sites  from  southwestern  Montana  in- 
clude the  MacHaffie  site  24JF4  (Forbis  and  Sperry  1974),  the  Anzick  site  24PA506 
(Lahren  and  Bonnichsen  1974),  and  the  Myers-Hindman  site  24PA504  (Lahren  1976). 

Dr.  Taylor  (personal  communication  1980),  reports  that  two  sites  are  pre- 
viously known  from  the  Gravelly  Range  area.  One  of  these  is  24MA1050,  a 
campsite  with  a  light  lithic  scatter  located  northeast  of  the  project  area. 
Apparently  no  diagnostic  material  was  found  so  the  chronological  context 
of  this  site  is  unknown.  The  other  reported  site  is  24MA571  which  is  de- 
scribed as  a  lithic  scatter  and  is  located  just  east  of  the  project  area. 
An  isolated  fragment  of  an  obsidian  projectile  point  was  found  in  this  area 
during  the  cburse  of  the  present  cultural  resource  inventory. 

Little  archeological  work  has  been  done  in  the  Gravelly  Range  in  southwestern 
Montana.  In  Idaho,  south  of  this  project  area,  Swanson  (1972)  has  described 
cultural  occupation  in  the  Bird  Creek  Valley  that  he  attributes  to  Northern 
Shoshone  that  dates  back  8,000  years  or  more.   In  the  technical  proposal  it 
was  suggested  that  archeological  sites  if  found  in  the  Gravelly  Range,  might 
reflect  a  mixture  of  cultural  traits  from  Plateau,  Plains,  and  mountains. 
Since  only  a  few  isolated  pieces  of  lithic  material  were  located  during  the 
course  of  this  survey  and  no  sites  were  found,  little  can  be  said  concerning 
the  mixture  of  cultural  traits  from  different  geographic  areas. 

The  Gravelly  Range  in  southwestern  Montana  v/as  undoubtedly  utilized  by  Indian 
groups  in  both  prehistoric  and  historic  times.  In  southwestern  Montana  pre- 
historic economic  activities  were,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  Northwestern 
Plains,  rarely  limited  to  any  given  life  zone.  The  Gravelly  Range  was  most 
likely  utilized  on  a  seasonal  basis  in  the  course  of  a  group's  yearly  round 
of  economic  and  subsistence  activities.  Hunting  and  plant-collecting  were 


undoubtedly  two  of  the  major  subsistence  activities  that  drew  groups  of 
people  into  the  Gravelly  Mountains.  The  miles  of  alpine  grasslands  in 
this  area  very  likely  supported  bison  herds  of  some  size  in  prehistoric 
times.  The  report  of  bison  skulls  from  the  Warm  Springs  Creek  drainage 
and  from  Romy  Lake  at  high  elevation  seem  to  suggest  that  bison  did  utilize 
these  extensive  alpine  grasslands  for  summer  range  in  prehistoric  and  per- 
haps early  historic  times. 


Historic 


The  influx  of  white  people  into  this  region  of  southwestern  Montana  began 
with  the  discovery  of  rich  gold  placers  on  Alder  gulch  in  1853  by  a  group 
of  six  prospectors  led  by  William  Fairweather.     This  group  was  returning 
from  an  unsuccessful    prospecting  trip  interrupted  by  several    Indian  attacks. 
On  May  26,   1853  they  camped  along  Alder  Creek  and  found  gold.     After  several 
days   they  went  to  Bannack,   an  earlier  mining  camp  located  southwest  of  Dillon, 
for  supplies.      People   followed  them  back  and  a   full    scale  rush  was  on.     Vir- 
ginia City  was  laid  out  on  June  9,    1863  and  by  the  end  of  the  summer  nearly 
10,000  people  were  living  in  the  area   (Ellingsen  et.   al .    1977).     The  colorful 
stories  of  Henry  Plummer,  the  Montana  Vigilantes,  and  early  territorial   govern- 
ment in  Montana  in  the  following  months  are  well   known. 

The  gold  placers  along  Alder  Gulch  were  extraordinarily  rich  and  may  have 
yielded  gold  valued  in  excess  of  $100,000,000  at  the  1860's  prices  of  approxi- 
mately $20.00  per  ounce.     Within  a  year  of  the  placer  discoveries  quartz  veins 
were  located  and  their  development  began.      As  early  as  1865  mills  were  con- 
structed at  Suinmitt  to   treat  quartz  ores.     Hardrock  quartz  mining  persisted 
up  until    the  decade  before  World  War   I.      Production   in  the  past  50  years  has 
been   sporadic   and  greatly  decreased.     Major  mines   in  the  area   included  the 
Kearsarge,   Oro  Cache,   Silver  Star,   Polar  Star,  Eagle,   Bell,   Easton-Pacific  and 
others   (Winchell    1914).      None  of  this  major  mining  efforts  extended  south   into 
the  Gravelly  Range  and  the  project  area  now  under  discussion. 

Madison  County  was  created  by  the   first  Idaho  territorial    legislature  in 
1863,   with  Virginia  City  as  the  county  seat-     The  county  became  part  of  the 
Montana   territory  when   it  was  organized   in   1854. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition   in   1805-1806  provided  the   first  information 
about   southwestern  Montana.     They  traveled  west  of  the  Gravelly  Range  along 
the  Beaverhead  River  and  over  Lemhi   Pass.      Prior  to  the  development  of  mining 
at  Alder  Gulch   in   1853,   southwestern  Montana  was  little  known  or  explored 
with  the  exception  of  an  occassional    trapping  party.      In   1880,   the  Utah  and 
Northern  Railroad  crossed  the  northwestern  part  of  the  county  and  in  1883  the 
Northern  Pacific  was  built  along  the  northern  border.     All    of  this  activity 
in   the  other  parts  of  Madison  County  has  had  wery  little   impact  on  the 
Gravelly  Range. 


The  history  of  the  Gravelly  Range  is  basically  one  involving  the  sheep 
industry,  the  cattle  industry  and  the  United  States  Forest  Service. 
Domestic  sheep  and  cattle  grazing  in  the  Gravel lys  dates  from  the  1880s. 
Most  of  this  project  area  is  within  the  Beaverhead  National  Forest  v/hich 
was  organized  in  1902.  Many  grazing  practices  were  developed  by  the  Forest 
Service  in  the  alpine  grasslands  of  the  Gravelly  Range.  Located  approxi- 
mately eight  miles  southwest  of  the  project  area  is  the  Vigilante  Work 
Center.  This  was  the  site  of  the  Ruby  River  Ranger  Station  established 
in  1904.  Later  it  became  the  Vigilante  Experimental  Range.  This  field 
research  station  undertook  studies  in  range  management,  reseeding,  live- 
stock management  and  sagebrush  control.  Two  miles  north  oF  the  project 
area  is  located  the  Crockett  Lake  Ranger  Station  which  was  established  in 
1911.  Some  of  the  buildings  there  now  function  as  part  of  a  summer  cattle 
camp.  The  Three  Forks  Cow  Camp  located  some  18  miles  southv/est  of  the 
project  area  operated  under  a  special -use  permit  from  the  United  States 
Forest  Service.   Several  miles  south  of  the  project  area  in  1942,  the 
United  States  Forest  Service  established  the  Lazyman  Hill  High  Altitude 
Nursery  to  study  and  test  different  grasses  for  planting  at  high  elevations. 
This  nursery  was  closed  in  1952.  The  utilization  of  the  high  altitude 
grasslands  of  the  Gravel lys  by  sheep  and  cattle  ranchers  in  conjunction 
with  Forest  Service  nursery,  range  management  and  watershed  management 
studies  comprise  much  of  the  history  of  the  project  area  and  the  rest  of 
the  Gravelly  Range.  Much  of  this  land  is  now  divided  up  into  various 
grazing  allotments  for  local  cattle  ranches. 

Some  parts  of  the  Gravelly  Range  are  mineralized.  Approximately  ten  miles 
south  of  the  project  area  near  Strawberry  Butte  are  located  some  gypsum 
claims.  Iron  ore  claims  are  found  near  Cave  Mountain  approximately  fif- 
teen miles  southeast  of  the  project  area.  Within  the  project  area  west 
of  Crockett  Lake,  one  historical  mining  site  was  located.  It  is  the  B.J. 
Fine  Mine  which  will  be  discussed  in  detail  later  in  this  report.  The  pro- 
ject area  also  contains  several  prospect  holes.  Some  dug  by  hand  in  the 
1920s  or  1930s,  and  some  more  recently  excavated  by  bulldozers.  However, 
there  has  been  no  large-scale  commerical  mining  operation  in  this  project 
area.  The  proposed  placer  operation  by  the  PI  ago  Mining  Corporation  will 
be  the  first  large-scale  mining  operation  to  have  taken  place  in  this  part 
of  the  Gravelly  Range. 

There  has  been  some  placer  mining  in  areas  surrounding  and  adjacent  to  the 
Gravellys.  These  are  briefly  summarized  (Lyden  1948)  as  follows: 

1)  Greenhorn  Creek  -  some  attempt  to  work  gravels  -  little 
success  -  due  to  large  boulders  and  low  gold  content. 

2)  Warm  Springs  Creek  -  placers  reported  profitable.  Claims 
filed,  all  operations  on  small  scale,  gold  reconcentrated 
from  glacial  drift  in  Gravelly  Range. 

3)  Cherry  Creek  -  gravels  reported  to  have  some  values.  No 
production  recorded  since  1904. 


4)  Migwam  Creek  -  gold  bearing  glacial  drift.  Mo  mining 
activity  has  occured. 

5)  Morgan  Creek  -  values  reported  in  gravels,  plans  for  a 
dry- 1  and  dredge  proposed  for  this  creek,  project  never 
devel oped.

SURVEY  RESULTS 


Three  historical    sites  were  located  on  this   project;   the  Lytle  Homestead, 
the  B.J,   Fine  Mine  and  Susan's  Place  (Figure  3).     A  description  of  each 
site  follows: 


Lytle  Homestead  (24MA221) 

Location:  NEl/4  NEl/4  NWl/4  section  25,  T8S  R3W 

Type:  Historic 

Description:  This  site  is  the  Lytle  Homestead.  It  consists  of  two 
log  cabins,  a  log  corral,  and  a  wooden  feed  box  in  a  tree.  The  cabins 
and  corral  were  constructed  utilizing  local  timber  (lodgepole  pine, 
Englemann  Spruce).  Round  nails  were  utilized  throughout  the  construction 
of  both  cabins  and  the  corral .  Both  saddle  and  dovetail  notching  were 
utilized  in  the  construction  of  the  cabin.  Commerical  sawed  timber  was 
used  to  construct  the  feed  box  and  for  window  sills  and  door  trim.  On 
both  cabins,  the  roofs  have  collapsed,  making  it  difficult  to  accurately 
describe  interior  structural  detail.  Both  cabins  utilized  a  central  ridge 
pole.  Both  cabins  were  built  on  a  base  of  sill  logs  with  no  foundation. 
Both  cabins  had  dirt  floors.  The  corral  was  constructed  by  setting  large 
poles  at  approximately  4  in  intervals,  then  cutting  logs  to  fix  the  interval 
and  nailing  the  logs  between  two  posts.  This  homestead  was  filed  on  (H.E. 
#1126)  by  Marion  D.  Lytle  on  June  13,  1923.   It  has  passed  through  a  number 
of  different  people's  possession  since  that  time  and  currently  is  located 
on  property  owned  by  the  Romy  Lake  Corporation  which  consists  of  a  group 
of  doctors  from  Kansas.  This  area  today  is  primarily  used  for  recreation. 

Recommendations:  This  site  is  located  outside  of  the  mining  permit 
area'.     The  site  is  located  on  private  property  and  will  not  be  impacted 
by  the  proposed  mining  operations.  The  site  has  been  fully  recorded  and  no 
further  work  is  required.  This  site  does  not  meet  the  criteria  for  Nomina- 
tion to  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
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B.J.  Fine  Mine  (24MA222) 

Location:  SEl/4  SWl/4  NWl/4  section  30,  T8S  R2W 

Type:  Historic 

Description:  This  site  is  the  B.J.  Fine  Mine.  No  buildings  are  pre- 
sent  at  this  site.  The  site  itself,  located  at  the  edge  of  a  large  al- 
pine grassland  area,  consists  of  the  caved  in  remains  of  a  timbered  mine 
shaft,  a  wooden  windlass,  a  scatter  of  hand  cut  saddle  notched  timbers. 
This  mine  apparently  was  worked  by  a  Mr.  B.J.  Fine  of  Virginia  City  and 
Ennis  in  the  1890s.  He  never  filed  any  claim  papers  on  this  property.  A 
search  of  the  Madison  County  Quartz  and  Placer  Books  in  the  county  court- 
house at  Virginia  City  revealed  that  Mr.  Fine  had  filed  on  over  40  claims 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Virginia  City.  None  of  the  legal  descriptions 
in  the  claim  papers  could  be  matched  with  the  location  of  this  mine.  This 
mine  had  an  80  foot  deep  shaft  that  explored  gravels  and  cobbles  located 
in  this  part  of  the  Gravelly  Range.  These  are  the  same  gravels  that  will 
be  placer  mined  by  the  Plago  Mining  Corporation.  The  identification  of 
Mr.  Fine  as  being  associated  with  this  mine  is  not  completely  verified. 
Ranchers  in  the  area  have  referred  to  this  as  the  Fine  Mine  for  a  number 
of  years.  A  Mr.  Eaton  was  also  involved  in  the  ownership  of  some  of  the 
claims  in  this  area  in  the  1930s  and  on.  The  Plago  Mining  Corporation  ac- 
quired these  claims  through  Mr.  Eaton.  Mr.  Eaton  apparently  never  worked 
these  claims.  The  claims  in  the  area  now  being  patented  by  the  Plago  Min- 
ing Corporation  include  the  Grand  Mogul,  Mogul,  Mogul  #11,  Mogul  #3, 
Mogul  #4,  Mogul  #5  and  Mogul  #5. 

Recommendations:  The  B.J.  Fine  site  does  not  meet  eligibility  require- 
ments  of  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  site  has  been  fully 
recorded  and  documented.  This  old  mine  may  eventually  be  impacted  by  pro- 
posed mining  operations.  No  further  work  is  necessary.

Susan's  Place  (24MA223) 

Location:   SEl/4  MEl/4  NWl/4  section  31,  T8S  R2W 

Type:   Historic 

Description:  This  site  consists  of  a  log  cabin,  a  log  shed,  log  corral 
and  the  recently  constructed  Eaton  tarpaper  shack.  Both  the  log  cabins  and 
log  shed  are  collapsed  and  partially  deteriorated.  Four  logs  remain  on 
all  sides  of  both  structures.  The  Eaton  structure  is  of  recent  vintage 
and  is  not  associated  with  the  log  cabin,  log  shed  or  log  corral.  It  is 
a  frame  and  tarpaper  structure. 

Recommendations:  This  site  does  not  meet  the  eligibility  requirements 
of  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  site  has  been  fully  re- 
corded and  documented.  Proposed .mining  operations  will  not  impact  on  this 
site.  Mo  further  mitigation  is  necessary. 
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MINIMAL  ACTIVITY  LOCI 


A  total  of  nine  minimal  activity  loci  (MAL's)  were  recorded  in  this  inven- 
tory (Figure  4).  Four  of  them  are  prospect  holes  cut  by  a  bulldozer.  They 
are  of  little  historic  interest  or  value. 

Five  prehistoric  MALs  were  also  recorded.  No  diagnostic  materials  were  re- 
covered from  any  of  these.  Three  of  these  contained  obsidian  flakes  or  - 
in  one  case  -  part  of  an  obsidian  biface.  One  would  expect  to  find  obsidian 
in  this  area  because  it  was  a  most  favored  lithic  material  for  prehistoric 
peoples,  and  because  it  outcrops  in  an  area  at  the  southern  end  of  the  Gravelly 
Range. 

None  of  the  prehistoric  MALs  has  the  ability  to  yield  information  signi- 
ficant to  the  archeological  record.  No  further  work  is  recommended  for 
any  of  the  nine  loci  recorded  herein. 
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SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS 


None  of  the  three  historic  sites  recorded  in  this  inventory  meet  the  cri- 
teria for  nomination  to  the  National  Register.  Each  has  been  adequately 
mapped,  photographed  and  recorded,  and  no  further  work  is  recommended  for 
these  sites. 

None  of  the  nine  MALs  recorded  contain  any  significant  recoverable  infor- 
mation, and  no  further  v/ork  is  recommended  for  these  loci.
